INTRODUCTION. 



To MT EsiLDBBS. 

There are certain peculiarities in the Btructore of 
Hebrew verse which have struck the attention of nearly 
all who have duly examined the subject. One of the most 
marked of these is the parallelism of sentiment and ex- 
pression everywhere abounding as the essential of Jewish 
versification. Slovenly rendered in prosaic English, these 
parallelisms have to modem ears a smack of tautology. 
But it has long struck the author that Jewish poetry was 
Originally and essentially responsive, consisting of the 
utterance of a sentiment in excited and elevated mood by 
one party as leader, and responded to impromptu by 
another party, who echoed the sentiment of the first with 
varied expression, and sometimes ,with varied phase, of 
the initiative thought. • Occasionally a third or fourth 
joined^ sustain and amplify th« "poetic theme. And at 
certain emphasized intervals all'>ei<3fhped and re-echoed 
together some spirit-stiirihgi^prbpositipn of no small im- 
portance in reference to wh^ had -been already enunciated 
or had to foUow. The choruses, in fact, constituted the 
telling epitome, or the thrilling disclosure, or the vital 
link of the poem as far as it had proceeded. Such, in my 
humble conception, was the origin of the peculiar form of 
verse prevalent amongst the Israelitish people. And this 
conclusion is in part sustained by the customs of Shemitic 
tribes to this day. The following graphic passage I take 
from " The Mission of Inquiry to the Jews," (p. 61) :— 
" The young Arabs (say the writers), in order to cheer 
the way, commenced a native dance and song. One of 
them advancing a little before the rest, began the song 
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dancing forward as he repeated the words, when the rest 
following him in regular order, joined in the chorus, keep- 
ing time by a simultaneous clapping of hands. They sang 
several Arabian songs in this way, responding to one 
another, and dancing along the firm sand of the sea-shore, 
in the clear beautiful moonlight. The response, the dance, 
and the clapping of hands, brought many parts of the 
Word of Grod to our minds." Other travellers have noted 
the same thing. The immutability, or at most slight 
modification of customs is such in the East, that tiiis 
scene may be no insignificant index of primeval singing 
amongst some of the first populations of the world. Of 
the like kind, in all probability, was the song, chorus, and 
dance of Miriam and her companions when Jehovah 
gloriously* triumphed at the Eed Sea. There is further 
confirmation of the matter, inasmuch as when analysis of 
the poetic passages of Scripture is attempted, antiphonal 
structures and expressions everywhere abound, and impart 
character to the parallelisms as thought-rhythms. At 
any rate, without disfigurement or violence antiphonals 
may be constructed ; more, the sense, pathos, and beauty 
of the whole composition are frequently enhanced by such 
a disposition of the parts. Take for instance ; —

Now this facility of Hebrew verse to take an anti- 
phonal fonn with great effectiyeness, seems to be a delicate 
but a positive proof that it was so moulded originally — 
that the responsive element was its life and its charm. 

The elaborate compositions of the prophets and their 
contemporaries may never have been intended for formal 
responsive singing ; and the same may be true of some of 
the Psalms ; but parallelisms having once originated for 
such purpose, and having had the sanction of ages, became 
a national habitude of verse-expression of all kinds, even 
when the responsive element was not actually called into 
operation. It may also be justly allowed, that in now 
seeking to reproduce the responsive parts in compositions 
that may have been designed for such exercise, different 
minds may fix upon diversified arrangements of responses 
and choruses, because absolute indication of the divisions 
fixed by the author, may, in the transmission of the poems, 
have been entirely obliterated ; but of this we are not 
quite sure. A minute inspection of the complex system 
of accents and pauses, introduced by the Masoretes, may 
exhibit an intentional preservation of this self-same thing 
in certain parts of the sacred text. 

The peculiar features of this "work are the following :— 

1st. Eesponsive Services, in three parts. The first 
part comprises services taken entirely from the Scriptures, 
and for the first time arranged for congregational response 
and service. In adapting the passages to such usage, the 
author has taken not only those that he opined were 
originally intended for such purpose, and probably so em- 
ployed in the Temple-service of Jerusalem, but even other 
^rtions that might profitably be so arranged. It is hoped 
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that, besides proving aids to devotion, these services will 
evince the sense and power of Holy Truth. Extant liturgies 
chiefly those evangelical in tone, and as far as adaptable 
to the radical idea of this work, constitute the second 
part. In those of early date, being critical restorations, a 
few omissions have been made, principally of prayers, for 
which indications for extempore supplication have been 
substituted. A few expressions which could not well be 
used by our modem churches have been altered, and the 
words inserted in lieu are italicised. These early liturgies 
are given as much as specimens of what obtained in the 
initial epochs of Church-life as for worship now-a-days. 
The Church-of-England services here appear in abridged, 
modified, and it is hoped improved form. To the ex- 
cellent and valuable BibHcal Liturgy by the Eev. David 
Thomas, the author is indebted for four compositions 
in this portion of the work. Because of their length 
in the original services they are here abridged and, more- 
over, fully adapted to congregational response. The third 
part consists of services original in composition. Three, 
entitled Obedience, Purity, Eternity, are from the pen of 
a Mend, who kindly assisted the author ; by whose aid 
greater variety has been secured in this part. 

The services of the whole work, though divided into 
three distinct portions, are yet designated under one, and 
not three series of numbers, in order to prevent confusion 
of reference, such as one sometimes painfully witnesses in 
the use of Watts' Psalms and Hymns. By the arrange- 
ment adopted, any minister can appoint a liturgy for 
morning or evening devotion, by simply announcing the 
number of the service, as the 5th, 15th, or 25th, as he 
may wish and see proper. And if any one object to th^ 
use of Eesponsive Services that are not in the ipsissimis 
verbis of Scripture, he is under no particular necessity to use 
parts two and three ; he may confine himself entirely to the 
firat part. For those who have no such scruple, but can 
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embrace evangelism, whether in the language of the ancient 
or modern churches, and regard as much the spirit as the 
letter of the Divine record, the second portion will supply 
with the best utterances of the universal Church of 
Christ, so that they may worship in concord with the 
sainted dead. And the third portion will remind them of 
the Chxirch as a present, living reality, having the Spirit 
now as well a« in the days of yore ; and whilst not despising 
the good of antiquity, but conserving it, also able to 
contemplate wants and joys that are, and to present them 
acceptably before the All-inviting Mediatorial Throne. 

2nd. No made prayers. Free prayer was a grand 
institute of the primal Church : it gave life and power to 
it. For premeditated prayer, extemporaneous in utter- 
ance, as contradistinguished from cold, prepared, unvaried 
public prayers, many churches have nobly contended for 
generations, and the author \& not wishful to disown and dis- 
throne fre^ prayer. He would leave it precisely where it is, 
with this exception : that whereas " long prayer," as it is 
familiarly designated, is now often too rambling, too pro- 
tracted, and too unspiritualizing, the author would assist 
devotion by the use of a responsive service, in which all 
should bear a distinct and hearty share, and by this means 
prepare for short, effective, holy, spontaneous prayer on 
the part, of the minister and church. "Long prayer," 
which is a decided abuse of free prayer, might be for ever 
banished from our consecrated fanes, to the glad relief of 
both pastor and people. Not unfrequently has the author 
seen in small towns, and occasionally in large ones, a 
pulpit occupier, who had small ability in preaching, but 
tolerable gift in prayer, appoint four singings, make three 
prayers, the second one of excessive length, and all that 
there might be but fifteen or twenty minutes left for sermon- 
izing. This is a disgusting time-serving in the house of 
God; a dodge which old and young soon comprehend. 
It is unseemly ; and the writer wishes, by a judicious aid, 
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to prevent the necessity of so sorry an exhibition. Free 
prayer, and free prayer for ever ; the author seeks not its 
extinguishment, but its rescue from degradation by con- 
version into all-exhausting, never-ending, long prayer. 
There are but two prepared prayers in the work, one the 
Lord's prayer, to which few can reasonably object for 
congregational worship ; and the other DanieUs praver on 
account of Jewish sin, inserted for repetition by ail in 
the service on national transgressions ; should any object 
to this, there is an effective remedy by its non-employ- 
ment. In the few ancient liturgies inserted in the second 
part will be found an apparent deviation from the strict- 
ness with which made prayers have been eliminated from 
other services, because the author deemed recitation of his- 
torical circumstances in the life of Christ, and of subjects 
of public united thankftdness, well calculated for respon- 
sive worship, and partaking more of the nature of the 
latter than of genuine supplication. Whilst advocating free 
prayer, the author is wishful to eschew for himself and others 
all bigotry and prejudice with regard to forms of prayer. 

In using the responsive services, it would perhaps be 
the wisest course to offer a short extemporary prayer 
previous to the service being recited by minister and con- 
gregation, and then to follow it by another short, spon- 
taneous presentation of thanks and supplications to the 
Father in heaven. This, it is humbly hoped, would be 
conducive to fervid, heartfelt devotion. 

3rd. Short space of time occupied in each service. 
Twelve minutes is the average length of time for the 
completion of each service. A few may be fifteen or 
eighteen minutes ; but others are only ten, or even eight 
minutes long. This is an advantage. Too long a liturgy 
becomes wearisome. 

4th. A part for our children and the Sabbath scholars. 
Worship as at present conducted in most dissenting places 
of worship, almost ignores the young people. This has 
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been felt by many to be an injurious anomaly, and espe- 
cially with regard to that important element of our 
modern churches, the Sabbath-school children. It is 
attempted in these services to remedy this evil by 
assigning a distinct portion to the children, whether of 
the school or of private families. To accomplish well 
the part assigned, there must be unflagging attention and 
sustained interest on the part of the young, as well as of the 
more adult portion of the congregation. It will be no 
small pleasure to the author to have succeeded, even in a 
small measure, in the removal of this generally acknow- 
ledged defect. 

5th. No monotony. In the use of one prescribed 
form, Sabbath by Sabbath, and year by year, there is 
generated not only a familiarity with the contents, but 
too frequently a wearying sense of monotony. The ex- 
cellence of the ritual is impaired in effect by an unvarying 
repetition. To avoid this universally-felt evil of Hturgies, 
not one, but an ample number of services upon various 
topics has been prepared. This feature of the work, by 
securing a pleasing and edifying diversity, will, it is pre- 
sumed, effectually exclude all tediousness arising from 
sheer monotony. 

Such are the distinctive features, and we would fam 
hope excellences, of the work now issued to the public. 
In other respects, the author is but too painfully aware of 
defects in execution; but had he waited for perfection 
nothing would have been attempted. Each part of this 
work might have been extended with facility, especially 
the number of services &om extant liturgies might have 
been doubled; but such a course would have involved ex- 
pense scarcely justified until it be seen whether the churches 
will to any extent adopt responsive services. In the hope 
that this little work may pioneer the way for something 
<-ore elevated and effective, it is now offered to the churches 
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of Chrifit as the perishable tabernacle, that must precede 
the permanent temple. 

To judge aright of these services they must be tried in 
public assembly, anything short of this will not display 
their simple and beauteous power for devotional help. It 
is reconmiended that the pastor or some leading influential 
member, should propose to a church the trial, for two or 
three months, of the work in the public celebration of 
God's worship, and after such trial had, to decide whether 
it shall be discontinued or constantly used. It will be ad- 
visable to appoint some youths of fifteen to eighteen years of 
age amongst the congregation and the school, to take the 
lead in rendering the children's responses. And the author 
would add this caveat^ let no church quarrel about its 
introduction; it is far better to be without responsive 
services and have peace, than to possess them and strife 
and division therewith. But where experiment can be made 
kindly, wisely, and lovingly, by all means let it be made. 
The work wiU be found suitable on the consecrated ground 
of worship, rather than of dogmatic inculcations, for all 
who are Christ's, Episcopalians, Independents, Baptists, 
Wesleyans, New-connectionists, Primitives, etc., etc., eto. 
Devotion, not theology, has been aimed at. 

The objectors to liturgies in any form or manner, the 
author would answer by these statements : — The responsive 
element is so weU marked in some of the Psalms, that it 
is almost beyond doubt that the most ancient church of 
God used in that respect liturgical poems, accompanied 
by sacred music. The Jews in their synagogue worship 
seem to Have had a liturgical service, and if so, Jesus and 
his apostles not unfrequently witnessed its celebration, if 
they did not take part therein. Be these things as they 
may, the early church had its responsive services, enlarged 
forms of which have come down to us. In the days of 
Hippolytus, Justin Marty n, Clement of Alexandria, and

Origen, liturgical services were publicly performed, more 
especially in connection with the celebration of the 
Eucharist. The Alexandrian, Antiochian, Eoman, and 
Constantinopolitan Churches had services, which are 
extant in amplified form to this day. Luther composed his 
G-erman Mass, or Responsive Liturgy ; Calvin his Genevan 
one : Xnox produced another. The Continental churches 
to this day use Liturgies, the bequest of the Great 
EeCormers. Liturgies are the heritage of the church. 
Liturgic practices have obtained in the church in all ages. 
I shall conclude in the words of a scholar, noted for his 
talent and his candour — Dr. Davidson — " A due attention 
to the distinction between the system and its accidents will 
serve to moderate the excessive zeal of indiscreet friends 
on the one hand, and of opponents on the other. Thus 
some lay great stress on extemporaneous prayer, as though 
it were a part of Congregationalism, declaiming against 
liturgies, and all prescribed forms as unscriptural or 
prelatic. But should a particular church think it right to 
adopt occasionaUy written forms of prayer, judging them 
most conducive to devotional feeling, nothing in the 
system is opposed to that arrangement. The worshippers 
may agree to do so, or they may not, according to their 
ideas or experience of subserviency to edification, since the 
Sacred Scriptures determine nothing absolutely on the 
point. They may use preoomposed forms, believing them 
to be lawful and expedient, though not to be enforced on 
the conscience, or to be absolutely binding, to the utter 
exclusien of extemporaneous prayer."*

P. Gather the people, sanctify the congregation. 

Assemble the elders, gather the children, 

And those that suck the breasts ; 

Let the bridegroom go forth of his chamber,^ 

And the bride out of her closet : 
C. Let the priests, the ministers of the Lord, 

Weep between the porch and the altar. 

And let them say, 
Jf. Spare thy people, O Lord, 

And give not thine heritage to reproach. 

That the heathen should rule over them ;

All, Then will the Lord be jealous for his land.

Nor the fierce lion passed by it. 
M. He putteth forth his hand upon the rock, 

He oyertumeth the mountains by the roots. 
P. He cutteth out rivers among the rocks ; 

And his eye seeth every precious thing. 
C. He bindeth the floods from overflowing ; 

And the thing that is hid bringeth He forth to 
light. 
All, But where shall wisdom be found P 

And where is the place of understanding P 
M. Man kndweth not the price thereof ; 

Neither is it found in the land of the living. 
P. The depths saith. It is not in me ; 

And the sea saith. It is not with me. 
C. It cannot be gotten for gold, 

Neither shall silver be weighed for the price thereof. 

It cannot be valued with the gold of Ophir, 

With the precious onyx, or the sapphire. 

The gold and. the crystal cannot equal it : 

And the exchange of it shall not be for jewels of fine 
gold. 

No mention shall be made of coral, or of pearls ; 

For the price of wisdom is above rubies. 

The topaz of Ethiopia shall not equal it ; 

Neither shall it be valued with pure gold. 
All, Whence then cometh wisdom P 

And where is the place of understanding P 

Seeing it is hid from the eyes of all living, 

And kept close from the fowls of the air. 
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C. Destruction and death say. 

We have heard the fame thereof with our ears. 
M, Grod nnderstandeth the way thereof, 

And He knoweth the place thereof. 

For He looketh to the ends of the earth. 

And seeth under the whole heaven ; 

To make the weight for the winds ; 

And He weigheth the waters by measure. 
P. When He made a decree for the rain. 

And a way for the lightning of the thunder : 

Then did He see it and declare it ; 
C, He prepared it, yea, and searched it out. 
M. And unto man He said, 
AIL Behold, the fear of the Lord, that is wisdom ; 

And to depart from evil is understanding. 
M, *Doth not wisdom cry P 

And understanding put forth her voice P 
P. She standeth in the top of high places. 

By the way in the places of the paths. 
C. She crieth at the gates, at the entry of the city. 

At the coming in at the doors. 
M, Unto you, O men, I call ; 

And my voice is to the sons of man. 
AIL O ye simple, understand wisdom ; 

And ye fools, be ye of an understanding heart. 
M, Hear, for I will speak of excellent things ; 

And the opening of my lips shall be right things. 
' For my mouth shall speak truth ; 

And wickedness is an abomination to my lips. 

All the words of my mouth are in righteousness ; 

There is nothing froward or perverse in them. 
AIL They are all plain to him that understandeth. 

And right to them ;that find knowledge. 
Jf. Receive my instruction, and not silver ; 

And knowledge rather than choice gold.

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All, For wisdom is better tlian rubies ; 

And all the things that may be desired 

Are not to be compared to it. 
M. 1, wisdom, dwell with prudence, 

And find out knowledge of witty inventions. 

The fear of the Lord is to hate evil ; 

Pride, and arrogancy, and the evil way, 

And the froward mouth, do I hate. 

Counsel is mine, and sound wisdom : 

I am understanding ; I have strength. 

By me kings reign, and princes decree justice. 

By me princes rule, and nobles, 

Even all the judges of the earth. 

I love them tiiat love me ; 

And those that seek me early shall find me. 

Eiches and honour are with me. 
All. Yea, durable riches and righteousness. 
M, My fruit is better than gold. 
All. Yea, than fine gold ; 
M. And my revenue than choice silver. 

I lead in the way of righteousness. 
All. In the midst of the paths of judgment : 
M. That I may cause those that love me to inherit sub- 
stance ; 

And I will fiU their treasures. 

The Lord possessed me in the beginning of his way, 
All. Before his works of old. 
M. I was set up from everlasting. 
All. From the beginning, or ever the earth was. 
M. When there were no depths, I was brought forth ; 
All. When there were no fountains abounding with water. 
M. Before the mountains were settled. 

Before the hills was I brought forth ; 
All. While as yet He had not made the earth, 

Nor the fields, nor the highest part of the dust of the 
world. 
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M, When He prepared the heavens, I was' there ; 

When He set a compass upon the face of the depth : 

^When He established the clouds above : 

When He strengthened the fountains of the deep : 

When He gave to the sea his decree, 

That the waters should not pass his commandment : 

When He appointed the foundations of the earth : 

Then I was by Him, as one brought up with Him ; 

And I was daily his delight, 

Rejoicing always before Him ; 

Hejoicing in the habitable part of his earth ; 

And my delights were with the sons of men. 

Now therefore hearken unto me, O ye children ; 

For blessed are they that keep my ways.

AIL *The fear of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom : 

And the knowledge of the holy is understanding. 
M, fGet wisdom, get understanding : forget it not ; 

Neither decline from the words of my mouth. 
P. Forsake her not, and she shall preserve thee ; 

Love her, and she shall keep thee. 
All, Wisdom is the principal thing ; 

Therefore get wisdom : 

And with all thy getting, get understanding. 
M. Exalt her, and she shall promote thee :

Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's house ; 

Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's wife ; 

Nor his man-servant, nor his maid-servant, 

Nor his ox, nor his ass, 

Nor anything that is thy neighbour's. 
M, *Thou shalt love the Lord thy G-od with all thy heart, 

And with all thy soul, and with all thy mind. 

This is the first and great commandment. 
P. And the second is like unto it, 

Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 
C On these two commandments 

Hang all the law and the prophets. 
All, fFor this is the love of God, that we keep liis com- 
mandments : 

And his commandments are not grievous. 
M, JLove not sleep, lest thou come to poverty : 

Open thine eyes, and thou shalt be satisfied with bread. 
P. He becometh poor that dealeth with a slack hand : 

But the hand of the diligent maketh rich. 
C. The hand of the diligent shall bear rule ; 

But the slothfiil shall be under tribute. 
M, §If thou lend money to any of my people that is poor 
by thee. 

Thou shall not be to him as a usurer. 

Neither shalt thou lay upon him usury. 
P. 1 1 Take thou no usury of him or increase : 

But fear thy God ; 

That thy brother may live with thee. 
C. Thou shalt not give him thy money upon usury. 

Nor lend him thy victuals for increase. 
M. ^Thou shall not see thy brother's ox or his sheep go 
astray, 

• Matt. xxii. 37—40. + 1 John ▼. 8. % Prov. ix. 13, x. 4, xii. 24. 

\ Exodus xxii. 26. U Ley. xxv. 36, 37. t Deut. xxii, 1— Si. 
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And hide thyself from them :
